THE CLOSURE I* JPABMAMESIT. 


Premier Gladstone's closure proposi- 


tion which has been pending in the 
English Parliament lor some time has 
been adopted. By the name "closure" 
onr people do not generally compre- 
hend the object of the proposition. 
Broadly described it is the American 
rule of the "previous question." The 
proposition to adopt this rule met with 
a determined opposition upon the ab- 
surd ground that it was in the nature of 
an assault upon free speech. While it 
cannot be denied that a villainous ma- 
jority might take advantage of this rule 
to wrongfully shut off legitimate debate 
upon important questions, the real aim 
of the rule is the vindication of the 
right of the majority to rule. It has 
been found in the Congress of the 
United Statea, as well as in the House 
of Commons, that in the absence of 
such a rule a very small minority could 
block the business of the session and 
virtually bring the government to a 
standstill. In the American Congress 
the right of the majority to call for the 
"previous question," upon matters of 
legislation is considered absolutely in- 
dispensable to the safe and steady pros- 
ecution of public business, and it is a 
matter of surprise that the English 
House of Commons should have been 
able to do business for so long without 
a rule of this kind. The filibustering 
which was so successfully carried on by 
the Irish members last year aroused the 
English to the necessity of this rule. 
In the future those who wish to gain 
the votes of the house -will have to trust 
to arguments for their success.
